Duke's Pleafure herein ; which was accordingly 
done to fome Perfons that were fuppofed to be pro. 
vided with Patents ftom the Spanith Conful, and 
engaged in fitting out a Privateer, who were told, if 


they did not immediately deſiſt, they, with their ; 


Families, would be banith’é, and their Goods con- 
fifcated ; which entirely put an End to thof& Pro- 
ceedings. 

Whitehall, Nov. 22. Me. Jackfon, his Majefty’s 
Conful at Genoa, having by the om Order ac- 
quainted the Minifters of that Republick with the 
Advices that had been received, that Commiflions 
had been fenr trom Spain to Genoa for fitting out
